My last appointment was 
from Governor Gillett, and my commis- 
sion ran to two years.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 17.—Wife 


beaters may be driven out of the state 
forever 
if the 
suggestion made by 


Fruitvale women and put in the form 
of a Senate bill by Senator George 
J. Hans of Fruitvale is approved by 
the-legislature. The bill, which Hans 
introduced yesterday, absolutely bars | 
men who have been divorced for wife 
beating from marrying again in Cali- 
fornia and tay requiring their names 
to- be entered in a public register 
practically makes them outcasts in 
society. 


Senator Hans' bill provides that in 


every action tor divorce, wherein, is 
.proven . that: the husband repeatedly 
struck and -whipped 
the 
wife, the 
court in issuing the decree shall also 
make an -order designating the 
6U- 
.vorced. spouse to be a wife-beater and 
that he has forfeited 
all 
right to 
marry again in the state of California. 


I No marriage license, therefore, shall' 
be issued to any iman designated, as .a 
.wife-beater. 
' 
... 
Further 
restrictions 
are., placed 


upon the wife-beater, which prohibits 
a man carrying this stigma to even 
illegally cohabit, live with or-carry 
on any conjugal relations without fac- 
ing an offense of felony. 


The clerk of the court must keep 
a record of men so blacklisted from 
the marital bonds to be known as the 
"register of wife-beaters." 
All of the 


testimony affecting this blacklist must 
be sent to every county clerk in the 
state. 
It -will be the duty of the 


county clerks 
to 
keep this record 


available for public information and 
the record must be consulted befora 
issuing a marriage license to determ-

Out at the nine presi- 
dential elections that have been held 
since the foundation of the third:' re- 
public in. 1870, seven have been de- 
cided on the first ballot. 
Only at 


the elections of Sadl-Carnot In 1887 
and of Felix Faure In 1395 were two 
ballots necessary. 
Each ballot occupies almost three 
hours, as the deputies and senators 
are called upon separately in alpha- 
betical order to place their ballot 
papers in the urns. 


BRUuMANT SCENE.

Men Are Protected 


SVCE.VMENTO, Jan 17 — While there 


have been several bills introduced at the 
present session of the legislature -whose 
purpose is to protect the produce and fruit 
men from the commission agent and to 
i emulate the commission 
business, 
the 


measure introduced yesterday by Senator 
E A. Elrdsall of Uast Auburn is the 
most complete of those presented. 
It is 


drafted after a careful s>tudy of condi- 
tions made by State officials. 
It was 


drawn with the assistance of State of- 
ficers nnd, while not strictly an "ad- 
ministration measure," it will receive tha 
assistance of many administration men 


The bill provides that all 
fruit and 


produce brokers and commission houses 
shall, -nithtn ten dais of the date of 
sale, make return to the consignor shou- 
1ns tlie cost and expenses charged against 
tho returns, together with the name and 
addresses of the purchaser, the condition 
in which the shipment was received and 
the fiuantities 
received 
and delivered, 


under penalty of a fine of-$500 for each 
\ lolation 
It provides further that com- 
mission houses shall be liable for damages 
for any loss by reason of delayed ac-

X7JVIFORM PROCEDURE. 


The joint committees on revenue 
and taxation, met at the capitol yes- 
terday afternoon to consider prelim- 
inary steps toward a uniform plan of 
procedure. The result of the meeting 
was the agreement to hold afternoon 
and evening meetings, beginning with 
tonight, at which representatives of 
public utilities and other corporations 
affected by the proposed increase in 
taxes will be given an opportunity to 
appear and present 'arguments in the 
revision of the tax rate. 


The "committee on revenue and tax- 
ation will report to the legislature 
several days before the time for ad- 
journment for tho thirty-day recess, 
it is understood, and at that time will 
nave a definite plan mapped out. 


There IB every reason to believe, 
according to expressions from various 
legislators that 'the increase In the 
corporation rate will approximate 10 
per cent as predicted. 


The rate ttxed will be for the next 
biennial period 
and 
with the vast 
commercial and financial expansion 
that is expected within the next two 
years. It Is possible that the rate will 
b« made a sliding one, the higher rate 
to become effective for the last year. 


There Is also a likelihood of the 
bill becoming an emergency measure 
and be.lng passed at tho end of the 
present half of the session, BO that 
the rates can be given to the state 
board of equalization to enable that 
body to proceed with tho work of 
assessing the first week in March. 
With the idea in view of relieving 
the 
eleventh-hour congestion with 
which the governor must contend in 
winding up the affairs of a legislative 
session, the Senate judiciary commit- 
tee met yesterday afternoon and de- 
cided to appoint a committee of three 
to appear before tho president of the 
Senate today and request that a com- 
mittee be appointed from tlve floor of 
the Senate to go over every bill In- 
troduced with the Mea of culling out 
those on which speedy action can be 
taken and passed along1 to the gov- 
ernor. 


All bills that call for amendments 
to the civil or criminal codes that 
uiiij tiuecc <jne or more clauses in the 
entire law will be acted upon first.

for the construction of armories by 
having the particular city or com- 
munity donate the site.

The 
fun<3<i that othenviaa would 


be expended for rentals for quarters 
would then be deposited in a local 
bank and allowed to accrue until the 
interest and principal had equaled 
the amount that the state had ad- 
vanced for the construction of the 
building. 


General Forbes feels that the pas- 
sage of such a law would aid ma- 
terially in building up the militia of 
California, as impetus given to build- 
ing armories through state assistance 
would have a marked tendency to in- 
crease the enlistment.

measures, entailing much effort and 
expense. 
Under another proposed law of 
Senator Thompson, the issuance of 
hunting licenses is taken from the au- 
thority of the county clerk and trans- 
ferred to the county license collector. 
The fees now paid county treasurers 
and 
the collection of 
inheritance 
taxes are cancelled under another 
proposed 
law- These changes 
are 
suggested by the grand jury of 1/os 
Angeles county. 
The appointment of a commission 
ol three, to be paid $1000 each for 
their services and to work with an 
J8000 legislative appropriation, for 
tho purpose of investigating old age 
Insurance and pension conditions in 
the state, are provided for in a bill 
Introduced by Assemblyman Lyman 
Farwell of Los Angeles. The answer 
provides that the Investigation shall 
be made during the next two years— 
during- the interim between the for- 
tieth and forty-first Legislatures.

DISAPPOINTMENT IN STORE. 
There, will undoubtedly be many 
solona disappointed at this session be- 
cause of the failure Lo cajjLuie yet 
legislation appropriations, the report 
issued by State Controller Nye to Gov- 
ernor Johnson, President Wallace of 
the Senate and Speaker Young of the 
House precluding all possibility of 
getting the plums. The report shows 
%hat the amount of general and special 
appropriations which will be asked 
from, the state at this session reaches 
a grand total of $26,630.526.50. 
As 
against this, the recommendations of 
the state board of control call for a 
total of $17,980,032. 
In addition to the amount asked, 
the members of the Senate and As- 
sembly have indicated that they in- 
tend to propose appropriation that 
will increase this amount by more 
than ?4,000,000.

SACRAMEXT.O, Jan. 17.—Talk to the 


effect that the present legislature way 
abolish the State License Tax on cor- 
porations doing business v,-lthin the State 
of California • has 
moved Secretary of 


- State Frank Jordan to a defense of the 


tax. 
He declares toflay that this tax 


alone has brought a revenue to the State 
•n-ithin the last eight years' approximat- 
ing- '55,000,000. To be exact, Jordan's fig- 
ures show that commencing with the 
fiscal year that began on July 1, 1905, and 
ending -with January 10 of this year, cor- 
porations have paid to the State license 
taxes aggregating 54,899,102.50. 
"It is interesting to note," says Jor- 


dan', in commenting- on the figures, "that 
each year has seen a substantial Increase 
both in the number of corporations pay- 
Ing a license tax, and the and the amount 
of taxes paid. For the fiscal year begin- 
ning in 1005, Tor'instance, 12,102 corpora- 
tions paid a license tax totalling $138,915. 
In 1911 the number of licensed corpora- 
tions had nearly doubled, reaching $21,- 
045, while the-amount of taxes paid in- 
creased nearly six times over, reaching 
the total of ?S01,217.50. For . the present 
ifiscal year the proportionate increase Trill 
"undoubtedly be maintained, tor -with five 
. months still to run, already 19,074 cor- 


porations, have'paid an aggregate license 
of 5776,390, 


POINTS TO FINANCES. 
"I am told that there is some opposi- 


'tion'to the license' tax as a means of 
raising revenue, but the figures 'speak 
for themselves. The license tax further- 
more Is not an unpoular one, for in the 


. A face of the recent Supreme Court decision 
t_ in theNulford case against former Secre 
' tary of State Curry, which exempts a 


corporation doing an interstate commerce 
business from the license tax, in the total 
amount of taxes paid for the present fiscal 
year not .more than $50,000 so paid has 
been protested. 


"Far from abolishing the license tax. It 


appears that it would be better for the 
Legislature to correct any. laws which 
may permit any corporation to escape 
paying the license tax, especially foreign 
corporations doing business in this State. 
It will also be money well .spent if the 
Legislature provides an appropriation to 
be used in Jocating these corporations that 
are now doing business without comply- 
ing with the law by obtaining charters 
from the Secretary of State. I am in- 
formed that there are many such, but we 
have no funds available with which to 
make necessary Investigations. In event 
these evading corporations could be made 
to file with tho Secretary of State, the 
State will profit also in this—that It will 
collect a franchise tax assessed by the 
J|; State Board of Equalization, and thereby 
" add a revenue estimated at approximately 


$100,000 additional annually. 


LOOKS FOR INCREASE. 


"It Is almost a certainty that with the 


approach of the Panama-Pacific Exposi- 
tion, and tho .resultant stimulus to all 
business- enterprises within .the 
State, 


that the next three years ,trill' see a re- 
markable increase in the number of cor- 
porations doing businss within the State. 
«"!t is no exaggeration to say that by 1915 


the annual income from corporation li- 
censes will have reached one' million dol- 
lars. These things certainly argue well 
for the continuation of tho corporation 
license tax."

RICH IN ITS PRODUCTS 


Secretary of State Jordan Prepares an 


Article for Annual Blue Book 


SACRAMENTO. Jan. 17.—Sacramento 


county, still in the infancy of its de- 
velopment, already ranks second among 
the 58 counties of the State in vine- 
yard products and second in number of 
bearing pear trees, according to com- 
parative figures' that have been pre- 
pared by Secretary of State Frank 
C. 
Jordan. 
The figures are given in an 
article on. Sacramento county and city, 
and their resources, that Jordan has 
prepared for publication in the State 
Blue Book soon to be issued, and m 
•which Jqrdan 
further 
indicates 
that 
Sacramento county ranks fourth in the 
production of small fruits, sixth in gold 
production, and ninth in the total value 
of. all crops. 
Jordan has given Sacramento county's 
accomplishments and possibilities an ex- 
tensive review. In a statistical way he 
relates that with an area 
of 
629,120 
acres, the county has 473,044 acres in 
farm lands. The value of farm lands for 
1910 
amounted to 536,694,682. 
The total 
number of bearing fruit trees for that 
year is given at 50(5,962, giving an, an- 
nual production of 772,257 bush-sis 
The 
acreage in small fruits is given at 554, 
with an annual pioduct 
of 
1.974.17S 
quarts. 


COUNTY'S PRODUCTS. 


Tropical fruit trees numbered 84,863, 
while .the olive crpp amounted to 969,962 
pcranBs.

mento river winding through the county, 
as the largest navigable river in the 
State.

He recites in detail the fertility of

Statistician Declares Yield.Will 


Be of Poor Quality 


This Year. 


(By Consul William "W. Handley, Naples, 


October 8.) 


The reviser 
of ,tha Italian agrarian 


statistics predicts that this year's grain 
crop will be very Inferior to that of 1911, 
which reached 
32,000,000 
quintals of 


220.46 pounds. The grape crop of 1909, 
which reached 96,000.000 quintals, equi- 
valent to about 1,511,440,000 gallons of 
wine, remains an extraordinarily large 
crop, but it is hoped that the grape crop 
of 1912 may be at least 70,000,000 quin- 
tals, so as—to produc" about 1.188,767,000 
gallont of wine. 


As far as the olive crop is concerned, 


the forecasts in all districts are very 
unfavorable. The 
fruit 
crop is 
also 


scarce .&nd is considered of poor quality. 
The walnut, almond, and chestnut crops 
are somewhat better. 


The exports of tomato sauce, the pro- 


duction of which is a very flourishing 
Industry, have risen from 5,700,000 lire 
(51.100,100) 
in 1906, to .22,000,000 
lire 


(54.240,000) in 1911. The tomato fields, 
which are cultivated on a large scale, 
now ocupy 25,000 hectares (61,800 acres), 
from which 4,836,000 
quintals, 
corres- 


ponding on an average to a gross pro- 
duct of about 1000 lire per hectaie ($78 
per acre), were produced in 1911.

Since thcA.government has gone Into the 


wholesale 
•ropervlslrm and 
regulation 


buslnes* the least that the people are 
entitled to receive Is some tangible benefit. 
Instead of which .all these Investigations, 
decisions and Indecisions, resolutions and 
dissolutions merely udd to the cost of 
government and the burden of taxation in- 
stead of reducing It. 
Therefore to "let 


business alone" for a While would not only 
save the useless expense of more investi- 
gations and more regulatfon commissions 
which produce nothing finally but higher 
ta\es to the people, but such a period 
of rest would allow of business expansion 
once more along natural "lines ot least 
resistance," as It should do and always 
does, when not denied the opportunity. 


Will we ever again know enough to 


elect a business 
man for President? 


Party affiliations are of little consequence 
compared to the great question Itself. In 
the last analysis our country is one vast 
business institution nnd the voters are 
virtually all stockholders therein 
When 


will our political leaders turn from their 
narrow-vlsloned policy oi endeavoring to 
"nave the spigot" of distribution, all the 
while "wasting at tho bungholc" of pro- 
duction by discouraging Individual effort, 
ambition and thrift and the reward of 
collective co-ojyratlon, by whlc'i alone 
can any people become great and main- 
tain prosperity and commercial supremacy 
among nations.

Passage of ffte "cine Ra/e 


The passage of the Irish home rule bill again emphasizes the 


stupid obstinacy of British Toryism, its inability to learn and its 
resolute opposition to changes which are contrary to the ideas 
and institutions of the past. In the prolonged fight against the 
bill to give the Irish people complete control of their domestic af- 
fairs, the Tories once more illustrated what Walter Bagehot 
sailed "the virtues of stupidity." Chief of these virtues is blind 
refusal to accept the inevitable or to perceive changes in condi- 
tions. 


During the protracted debates on the home rule bill, the Union- 


ists confined themselves to attacking details of the bill; at no 
time did they attempt to fairly combat the principle of the meas- 
ure—all their arguments hinged on the question of expediency. 
Parliamentary obstruction and parading the ridiculous bugbear 
of an Orange rebellion in Ulster were the expedients relied upon 
to defeat the bill. The first was a challenge to progress and the 
second was a bluff that only treasonable intent could rob of ab- 
surdity and was not treasonable because it was empty bluster. 


The "Ulster rebellion" became a stock joke in England, yet 


ihe Unionist leaders, with that fine old English Tory from, Can- 
ada, Bonar Law, at their head, professed to regard it as a threat- 
ened uprising of the people of the three kingdoms and in solemn 
speeches encouraged riotous demonstrations obviously staged for 
political effect. It was all so stupidly transparent that one won- 
ders men posing as statesmen could have believed anybody could 
be deceived by such expedients. 


Nevertheless the Unionist press monotonously asserted that 


the Liberals were weakening, and that the Methodists of Wales 
and the Presbyterians of Scotland had heard the Macedonian cry 
of the Belfast Orangemen. Still nobody was deceived. And 
so the solemn farce continued. At each stage of the proceedings 
the Unionists were pushed aside that the progressive element of, 
the British Parliament might go forward. The minority contin- 
ued to dispute the passage of the Boyne, refusing to come out of 
the seventeenth century. 


The vote on the bill shows the Liberals' lines unbroken. The 


alarming defections predicted in Tory journals did not occur. The 
Orange rebellion was not taken seriously. Nobody in Parliament, 
save the squirearchy and the brewers and distillers, took serious 
notice of the suggestion that the Ulster Covenant should super- 
sede the British Constitution. The bill was given a majority of 
110. It will be rejected by the House of Lords,'but a rejection by 
the House of Lords no longer compels the Commons to appeal to 
the electorate. The Peers have had their teeth pulled, and the 
bill will be sent back to the Lords again, and for the third time, 
and will then become a law regardless of what the Lords may do 
or say. The world moves, even though the British Tories persist 
in standing still. 


The government parcels post which went into operation. a£ the 


beginning" of the new year is producing good results already. It 
is giving great satisfaction to the public. It is, moreover, influ- 
encing the express companies to materially improve their own 
service and establish competitive rates in the transportation of 
small parcels .and a multitude of reforms in the whole business of 
express delivery which they would have scorned to consider be- 
fore the'parcels post was inaugurated. 
The parcels post is the 


only genuine business rival the old-time express companies have 
ever had. With one another the express companies had no diffi- 
culty in reaching a mutual agreement as to rates which would be 
mutually beneficial, but which gave no relief to those who were 
compelled to patronize them. They cannot enter into any com- 
promises or combinations with the government. It is a new ex- 
perience to them and they are forced to adapt themselves to the 
new conditions, or go out of that class of package carrying busi- 
ness handled by the parcels post. 


{.REVISING THE EMBLEM 
OF THE 
'PROGRESSIVES 


Hfoodrow Wilson on Conservation, 


Out of the cloud of verbiage Woodrow Wilson has recently 


put upon' the market one definite statement stands out clear and 
distinct. He says reservation is not conservation. He never said 
a truer thing in his life. In that statement he aligns himself in 
opposition to the Pinchot theory of conservation by reservation 
—by forbidding the us^ of natural resources. 


Prevention of use is not rational conservation. It is a dog-in- 


the-manger policy which does nobody good and holds develop- 
ment in check. That was the trouble with Pinchot. His aim 
was to withdraw all public lands from entry and settlement and 
hold them perpetually for the general government, to be exploited 
in future for the profit of the government without regard to the 
necessities imposed by local conditions. 


His idea is that all natural resources existing on the public 


doiriain should be treated as the property of all the people of the 
United States, and utilized, if utilized at all, for the profit of the 
national government. He would withdraw all timber lands, 
water power sites and coal and oil measures from use till they 
cojild be leased or rented out to produce revenue for the govern- 
ment. He would bar the extension of private ownership on any 
terms. He professed to be fighting monopoly, but the operation 
of his policy would strengthen monopolies already in existence, 
and add enormously to the value of power sites and timber and 
mineral lands already in pnvate hands. The conditions he at- 
tempted to prescribe for the utilization of natural resources by 
government permit were equivalent to a denial of use. 


He was so unreasonable that men who were in favor of con- 


servation and opposed to monopoly refused to endorse a policy 
that pfarM ?n eir.bargc en :n Jr. luual enterprise and inflicted 
hardship on new communities dependent for their growth, and 
development on the exploitation of natural resources in their 
vicinity. Conservation is not prima facie a denial of use, but of 
use without waste or destruction. 


1 Pinchot bawled "land-grabber" and "monopolist" at 
every 


man who suggested that reservation was not conservation, or 
pointed out that it fostered monopoly instead of preventing it. 
If the President-elect means that he favors a system that will 
conserve without preventing use, he will prove himself a friend to 
the Western States. While encouraging private capital to de-

Not a Justifiable Kick. 


Our Richmond contemporary, the Record-Herald, is somewhat 


disgruntled because the roster of officials in California, recently 
issued by Secretary of State Jordan, gives the population of 
Richmond as 6802. The Record-Herald says Richmond has con- 
siderably over 15,000 inhabitants. Our Richmond contemporary 
is approximately correct, but the only authoritative figures on 
population in the possession of, the Secretary of State are the re- 
turns from the Federal census of 1910. He used them in giving 
the population of every city in the State. Hence he did not dis- 
criminate nor underestimate, because he did not give estimates. 
Of course the figures taken from the Federal census understate 
the population of nearly every town in the State, but that is not 
Mr. Jordan's fault and is not an injustice to Richmond any more 
than to Oakland, Los Angeles or Sacramento. They were the 
only authentic figures at his command. He could not give esti* 
mates and guesses. Had he done so, he would have brought upon 
his head a storm of wrathful denunciation. Once in the field of'J 


guesswork he would be without rudder or compass. Richmond 
has grown with extraordinary rapidity since the Federal census- 
was taken, but no authentic enumeration has been had since 
1910, consequently Mr. Jordan was compelled to use the only pop- 
ulation statistics available. When all are treated alike and served 
out of the same spoon there is no legitimate ground for complaint. 


Copious rains in the valleys and heavy snows in the moun- 


tains are harbingers of a good crop .year and industrial activity. 
Deep snows in the high Sierra insure an abundance of water for 
mining, irrigation and the generation of hydro-electric power. 
Likewise the heavy rains which have fallen in the sections below 
the snow line insure forage crops and good pasture for stock. 
Grain will be given such a good start that only a protracted drouth 
can arrest its growth; a few showers in March and April insure 
an abundant harvest. Orchards and vineyards will be greatly 
benefitted by the thorough soaking the soil has received. The 
most encouraging feature of the situation is that the whole State 
has been drenched, and prospects are flattering everywhere. The 
future is rosy enough in California. 


The death of Joseph P. Ord m New York the other day revives 


the old story that the Ords were the descendants of George IV 
and Mrs. Fitzherbert. Joseph Ord, the grandfather of Joseph P. 
Ord, firmly believed it and so did his son and grandson. Dr. Shea, 
in his history of Georgetown University, speaks o£ Joseph (?) 
Ord as "the son of George IV and his lawful wife, Mrs. Fitzher- 
bert." General E. 0. C. Ord, a distinguished soldier in the war 
between the States, was one of the sons of the 'original Ord. But 
he did not credit the story of his alleged royal descent, although 
the other members of his family accepted it without question. 
There is no record of the birth of child to Mrs. Fitzherbert after 
her morganatic marriage to George IV, then Prince of Wales. The 
story has never gained credence in England.

The other clue, which would indicate

MAN OF WEALTH. 


Raymond Robins was born within fif- 


teen minutes' sail of the Statue of Lib- 
erty, on Staten Island. 
He spent his 


boyhood in Ohio, Kentucky and Florida. 
For some years he woiked on a. Florida 
farm, attending "school in the winter sea- 
sons. From that time on ho 
swept 


ahead in a career of business success 
unusual even 
In this country. While 


still under twenty-one he was manager 
of a branch store near a phosphate mlrie 
and qualified himself 
to prospect for 


phosphate and caolln. His efforts were 
rewarded with the discovery of a rich 
deposit., From this he laid the founda- 
tion of a small fortune. Then he turned 
to tho study of law aniJ was admitted 
to the bar before 
he was twtnty-two. 


This did not satisfy, and he entered the 
Law department of Columbia^ University, 
covering a thiee years' course In 
one; 


then to San Francisco, where he threw 
himself Into the work of civic reform 
with success, after which he Jolntd a 
procession of gold hunters to tho Klon- 
dike. 


In October, 1897, his party was caught 


In Ice floes, 400 miles up the Yukon, and 
he made tho trip overland to Ramport 
City with great hardships. He had up to 
this time been an agnostic in religion, 
but on the journey fell In with a Jesuit 
missionary, whoso life so Impressed him 
that he soon afterward became a most 
devout Christian. 
The tlmo soon came 


when he turned from business pursuits 
to the ministry and became pastor of the 
Congregational church at Nome. 


By some lucky finds In Alaska ho be- 


came a man of wealth, but has devoted 
his life and money to the cause of the 
oppressed. He Is one of tho most hated

message throughout America, he joined 
one of the teams of experts and was the

"We had everything ready and 
would have slid down tho side of the 
building- on ropes made from our blank- 
ets." 


USE SPOON IN ATTEMPT. 


The three prisoners admitted that they 


had been at work tearing away the ma- 
terial during tha previous three nights. 
By using a sharpened spoon thpy had 
set to,work to demolish one side of the 
cell. First the wooden window-casing 
wa<s removed, opening tip the brick work 
on one side. 


In dislodging the bricks, care had been 


taken not to break -entirely through to 
the outer facing, but the prisoners evi- 
dently pounded too hard and 
several 


bricks fell away. 
One dropped to the 


ground and gave a clew to what was go- 
Ing on. 


COVER UP PLANS. 


Given the freedom of one of the smaller 


corridors and adjacent cells In what 1* 
known as the • juvenile department of 
th» jail on the fourth floor, the 
three 


prisoners occupied one cell for their liv- 
ing quarters. The cell from which they 
made their futile attempt to .escape was 
in the corner of the building and un- 
used. 
A number of wire gratings that 


had been taken from the other windows 
were stored in the cell. With these.and 
the empty bunks hanging from the wall 
the youths covered up all traces of .their 
operations during the daytime and the 
hours when jailors visited them to bring 
food and on inspection tours. 


Tho juvenile cells are unlike those In 


the remainder of the jail. The cells are 
along tho side wall, and havo the bene- 
fit 
of 
windows opening Into them 


whereas In the,, other wards the stee 
cells are set back from the 
windows 


with a corridor In between, leaving no 
possible connection. 


Owing to the distance from the ground 


and the class of prisoners confined In 
iiio juveiuie uepttrtmoJit it was cousin* 
ered that the cells were amply safe for 
all purposes.

San Diego county our agent is not as 
enthusiastic; in fact, 
he believes that 


the sales will show a 25 per cent decrease 
as a result of the frost. In Los Angeles 
and Riverside counties tho Buick repre- 
sentatives are not anticipating any serious 
decrease in business as a result of the 
cold snap.1'
